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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

This communication is responsive to the amendment filed 08/04/2006. 

Claims 1-5, 9-19, 22-42 and 46-54 are pending in this application. Claims 1,17, 
24, 32, 35, 38, and 54 are independent claims. In the amendment filed 08/04/2006, 
Claims 1,17, 24, 32, 35, 38, and 54 were amended. This action is made Non-Final. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 54 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Perlman et 
al. (US 6141693). 

In regards to claim 54, Perlman teaches a method for selecting a compressed bit 
stream using associated video information, the method comprising: identifying motion 
information associated with a plurality of compressed bit streams (i.e. the video 
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processor uses the received auxiliary data to identify a portion of the at least one video 
frame, Abstract, Line 12); processing motion information to generate processed motion 
information (i.e. render a motion picture on a video display device, Column 8, Line 66); 
providing the processed motion information for each of the plurality of compressed bit 
streams to the client, wherein providing the processed motion information allows the 
client to identify a compressed bit stream of interest from among the plurality of 
compressed bit streams(i.e. video stream to the client, Column 3, Line 50); and 
receiving from the client a selection indicating a compressed bit stream of interest from 
among the plurality of compressed bit streams (Column 3, Lines 45-51 ). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5, 9-19, 22-42 and 46-53 are allowed. 

In regards to independent claims 1,17, 24, 32, 35, and 38, the prior art found 
does not teach providing the processed motion information to the client, wherein 
providing the processed motion information allows the client to identify a location of 
interest in the bit stream based at least in part on one or more of the motion information 
coherence and the motion information magnitude, and receiving from the client a 
selection indicating the location of interest in the bit stream; in combination with all of 
the other claim limitations. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/04/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In response to the Applicant's argument that Perlman does not teach "processed 
motion information being presented to a user using navigation bars for different videos 
so that the user can select one of the programs to watch based on the presented motion 
information," the Examiner points out that navigation bars for different videos are not 
part of the claim limitations and therefore can not be given patentable weight.
